NSCA  AND  AMS  (Continued  from  Page  One) 

In  my  letter  to  a  few  of  our  members,  it  was  plainly  stated  that  it  was  not  a  campaign 
letter  for  Walter  Caldwell ,  it  v/as  pointed  out  that  it  was  my  thought  that  NSCA  should  be 
represented  on  the  TAMS  Board  of  Directors  and  that  it  was  my  thought  that  persons  on  the 
TAMS  official  staff  should  be  persons  who  are  primarily  token  collectors.  It  v/as  noted  by 
one  member  in  attendance  at  the  Boston  meeting  that  many  are  making  use  of  TAMS  only 
as  a  stepping  stone  for  higher  office  in  the  ANA!  In  fact,  some  of  the  elected  TAMS 
Board  members  did  not  take  time  to  attend  the  TAMS  meeting  due  to  ANA  activities  in  other 
parts  of  the  hotel!  So,  read  on  and  take  what  action  you  feel  is  necessary. . . . 

A  Maryland  member  wrote:  ,!l  agree  that  we  should  get  token  collectors  on  the  board 
(TAMS),  not  coin  coHectors.” T  aisc  agree  that  it  should  be  healthy  to  have  a  scrip  collector 
on  the  board.  However,  !  also  feel  that  TAMS  can  never  take  the  place  of  an  organization 
like  NSCA  -  TAMS  is  a  catch-all  for  token  collectors  of  ail  sorts,  most  of  whom  know 
nothing  about  coal  scrip  (and  don't  want  to).  Specialized  groups  are  needed  for  those  collectors 
who  limit  their  collections  to  one  type  of  token." 

From  a  Scriptor  in  Virginia:  "I  agree  that  we  should  have  a  member  on  the  TAMS  Board. 

I  believe  that  we  could  elect  a  member  if  v/e  could  all  get  together.  !  know  that  you  ore  not 
campaigning,  but  I  would  like  for  you  to  be  our  candidate  and  I  hope  that  you  will  accept 
if  nominated . " 

A  member  in  California:  “Was  glad  to  get  your  TAMS  election  letter.  , .  you  know,  of 
course  the  'clique'  of  TAMS  will  be  well  prepared  -  therefore,  we  in  the  token  field  should  be 
aware  and  prepared  . " 

A  Pennsylvania  scriptor  wrote:  "I  feel  that  you  are  the  member  that  could  serve  from  the 
scrip  group' on  the  TAMS  Board.  However,  there  is  not  one  member  of  NSCA  that  coufd  win  a 
place  on  that  Board .  One  must  attend  their  meetings  for  years  to  get  the  support  needed  tb 
win  an  office.  I  can  think  of  no  'short  cuts'  into  that  closely  knit  group,  with  a  lot  of  politics 
governing . " 

Another  member  in  Virginia  wrote:  "Am  a  member  of  TAMS  but  I  seriously  question  the 
value  of  this  membership,  and  the  value  (to  me  as  a  scrip  collector)  of  the  TAMS  Journal . 

If  you  or  anyone  else  in  NSCA  is  interested  in  becoming  a  member  of  TAMS  board,  I  would 
be  glad  to  write  a  nominating  letter." 

From  an  Illinois  member:  "  I  fully  agree  that  a  Scriptor  should  be  on  the  TAMS  Board, 
and,  to  that  end.  I’m  sending  your  nomination  to  the  Secretory  right  now.  Also,  f  agree  with 
you  that  no  member  of  the  Board  should  be  reelected  who  is  at  the  ANA  convention  and  does 
not  attend  the  TAMS  board  meeting." 

A  Kentucky  member  writes:  "I  am  a  member  of  TAMS  but  the  two  years  I  have  been  a 
member,  I  feel  I  got  nothing  out  of  it.  I  ran  three  display  ads  and  got  only  one  reply.  I 
have  found  no  interest  in  coa!  scrip  with  the  TAMS  members  I  have  written.  I,  for  one,  would 
like  to  see  the  President  of  NSCA  on  the  TAMS  board."
